The monthly income from rentuls is 
about $300.

The Doctor himself occupied a Hal at 
Eleventh and Walnut streets, and so far 
from living in aqualOf his surroundings 
were very comfortable. 

He had hen on n pntracted spree, and 
was being nursed by a voting man named 
Powers, nephew of Mr. Oeorge H. Powers 
who was iu the restaurant business in 
this city MHM months ago, and who ii 
distant relutive of the Doctor.

The Indiana national bank 
destroyed, together with all 
contents, except the safe and its 
uables. Those are believed to be 
tact The loss on it and conten' 
probably 8100,000, with an inauranc 
nearly one-half. The Condit block, oc- 
cupied by the Western Union, the up- 
per floors were destroyed uud all the 
batteries and wires wsre ruined. 

The loaa oo this building was heavy 
in dollars and immense in inconven- 
ience to business. The fire leaped 
from these buildings to the immense 
six-story stone front occupied by the 
Pettis Dry (roods Co. The manager 
turned on the automatic water supply 
and deluged the building and contents. 
The building was saved, but the loss 
from water will be probably 8.V000. 
Between the Pettis building and the 
bank are landmarks belonging to the 
Johnson heirs of Philadelphia. These 
were damaged and the occupants driv- 

The American and United States 
express offices are in the lower 
floors of these buildings, and were 
closed because of the damajre. The 
upper floors of some of the buildings 
were occupied by lawyers and for 
office purposes. Many losses suffered 
by these will bring the aggregate 
losa up to nearly three-quarters of a 
million. The fire was controlled at 6 
o'clock, but was still burning in its 
original area. Several firemen were 
shocked by electricity by coming in 
contact with apparatus charging the 
metallic portions.

THE CHOLERA. 

The Truth at Last Comes to 
Light Concerning It. 



Japan and China Are Fairly A be 
With Cholera Germs. 



Over 17.OO0 People Have Ule<l Id Japan 
from It sine* Its Start-In Osani ISO 
New Cases Were Reported In On* 
Day-ftprvading In China. 

San Francisco, Sept 19 — Notwith- 
standing the endeavors of Japanese 
and Chinese authorities to suppress 
news concerning the cholera, the truth 
has at last come to light concerning 
the plague. Japan and north China 
are fairly alive with cholera germs; 
.Siberian officials have declared 
Japanese open ports infected and 
from official sources it is learned 
that over 17,000 people have died in 
Japan from the plague since its start 
in the Pescadores. In China the dis- 
ease has gained a firm foothold. Ad- 
vices by the steamer Rio Janeiro re- 
port that in Toklo the heat is terrific, 
and the disease germs have been 
nursed by the climate Into virulent 
life. On the Rio little could be learned 
concerning Yokohama, but neverthe- 
less the plague is raging there also 

The quarantine officcra there report- 
ed 6even cases on August In, two cases 
on the lftth and four on the 20th. Oth- 
ers were reported but just how many 
Is not yet known. 

In Osaki 150 new cases were reported 
In one day. All public places in the 
district have been ordered closed and 
the foreign and native population is 
fighting the disease vigorously. 
A carpenter on the steam- 
er Ashdown. in Yokohama, was 
attacked by the disease. In Odeawawa, 
a small town near Yokohama, from 
five to ten cases per day were reported. 
Four sailors of the Italian cruiser Urn- 
brio have recovered, out of a dozen or 
more stricken with the disease. 

In China, at Che Foo, the disease is 
spreading rapidly. Miss Turner and 
the child of Dr. and Mrs. MiFarlane. 
of the Chu-rhuai London mission, were 
stricken down and died. At Nanking 
much illness prevailed among the for- 
eigners, many of whom have been 
forced to flee from the country.
